"Probably all Keren,sky wished was 
to indicate fa.cts familiar to close stu- 
dents of Ku.s.sia for some time and 
they are such as to arouse sympathy 
rather than suspicion. 
It is true that 
Russia is worn out and it has been 
true for a much longer time than has 
eI.*ipEoil since the outbreak of the rev- 
ohi^ion.

the truth from being told about Rus- 
sia's share in the war, which has been 
greatly 
underestimated. 
The

Kussia's H)^roic Sacrifioe. 
Tho writer then tells of the immense 
sacrifices in men tjiat Russia has made 
aiid recalls the revelations in the trial 
of Gen. Soukhomlinoff, former min-

stood up with only sticks, stones and

All we can ask 
of her is to do her best.

be impatient if that is less than we 
expected." 


Unpi'ccodented Difficulty. 
The Dally Express make a .similar 
plea and says that no statesman ever 
faced more appalling difficulties than 
these that

confront Premier 
Kerensky. 
It admits that Russia bore 
the burden of the first months of the 
war and that the invasion of 
East 
I'russia probably saved France fi'om 
being overrun. 
Regret is expressed 
that the changed conditions of war- 
fare iiave made it impossible for the 
British fleet to operate in the Baltic, 
but the Express maintains that all 
Britain has been able to do to help 
Russia has been done willingly and 
she will do the utmost in the future to 
help Russia establish her freedom. 


"Meanwhile," it adds, "as we under- 
stand the situation, we are to expect no 
more from Russia

(if he har some change). 
They gen- 
erally have a refreshment stand that 
is more reasonable than the French 
stores. 
They have moyles and lec- 
tures. 
Sermons can be heard each 
Sunday. 
The workers'go among the 
camps and hospitafla distributing writ- 
ing material and magiBUsineH. They also 
furnish baseball outflta, soccer balls, 
etc.

The horrors of the war were pictured 
in their true light by Arthur J. Elliott, 
of Chicago, associate executive for the 
central department of the Y. M. C. A., 
which comprises fifteen .states in this 
section of the union. 
There was no 
mincing of words. 
Mr. Elliott told, 
as has not been told here before, the 
sufferings, 
the 
hardships 
and 
the 
agonies being endured by the men en- 
gaged in the awful conflict in which 
the boys of this country are about to 
take part. 


Much of iMr. Elliott's address can- 
not be published. 
Much of the infor- 
mation that he gave has never been 
printed. 
The morale of the boys is 
going to have much to do in winning 
the war and this is one of the great 
tasks of the Y. M. C. A. 
Mr. Elliott 
told of conditions in German prisons, 
far worse than in Libby prison, " he 
said. 
The Y. M. C- A. even in the 
prisons of Germany are doing much 
to relieve the suffering and bring some 
happiness into the lives of the men 
confined there. 


"There is a terrific challenge before 
us," Mr. Elliott said in 
conclusion. 
"Even though we do all we can we'll 
never do as much as we ought to do. 
You business men have got to put it 
over; you musn't save any money this 
year."

The readiest constructiou placed 
upon what the young Russian leader says will 
be that he is founding v/hat in America inigiit 
be slangily described as an '"alibi"' for tiie 
Muscovite in rcspect of those Russian deliu- 
ijuencies which liavo. contributed to the possi- 
bilities of the Austro-Gcrnian invasion of 
Italy. 


What Premier Kerensky says about the war- 
Veariness of the Russian people no doubt is 
wholly true. It is true of all the nations that 
have been plunged into the great conflict for 
the past three years. Yet, while that is true 
D£ France and Great Britain and Belgium, 
Emong Russia's allies, it has not destroyed 
their spirit or impaired tlieir morale. 
They 
are at the hard business Avith as much st\ib- 
bomness and with greater effect than^ever. 
fiussia has suffered much. Russia has accom- 
plished much. Russia deserves and is given 
full meed of honor and complete measure of i be chosen and pursued aggressively to that 


works from dangerous schemes and plots. At 
no time since it was established has the muni- 
cipal lighting enterprise been free from i^eril.

aid have made that possible. That is the hope, 
and whatever this country can do to realize 
it tnust on no account nor in any measure be 
withheld. Reserved to Russia is a heroic task 
that can greatly shorten the Avar and make 
the victory of democracy complete and secure. 
May she have the heart as she has the strength 
foi* tlie task.

Major Stanley Washburn, of the 
United States army, who turned 
over to the Russian 
information 
bureau the 
subjoined ' statement, 
w a s for three years connected with 
the Russian armies at the front as 
a special 
correspondent 
for the 
London Times. 
Major Washburn 
was with the Russian armies dur- 
ing their 
successruit invasion of 
East Prussia in the eai-ly months of 
the war and was a witness of the 
great retreat of the Russian armies 
from 
Warsaw 
through 
Poland, 
which he so vividly described in 
his book, "Victory in Defeat." 


No American has had a better 
opportunity of becoming thorough- 
ly familiar with Russia's mllita^-y 
forces and no American has a bet- 
ter understanding of the problems 
which Russia has successfully en- 
countered in the past, and of the 
problems which confront Russia's 
military forces at the present time. 
Major Washburn knows persontal- 
ly most of the great leaders of- the 
Russian armies and during his re- 
cent visit in Russia as a member of 
the American diplomatic mission, 
he came in touch with the leaders 
of the Russian proyisional govern- 
ment.

Russia in the war is of vital import- 
ance to every individual in the United 
States. 
It is not an abstract problem 
of vague and distant Interest, but one 
which increasingly will tuoch almost 
every home in America. 


In every 
village and city 
of the 
United States today men in khaki are 
beginning to appear upon the streets 
and one cannot read the papers with- 
out seeing 
accounts 
of 
reviews of 
troops preparatory to their departure 
for the front. 
How many people who 
watch with misty eyes the swinging 
columns 
of 
American 
manhood 
marching down the streets are think- 
ing of Russia, or what the daily news 
from Russia means directly to these 
men and to their wives and mothers, 
their sisters and their children, who 
see them leaving their villages and 
homes for a training camp or for the 
front in France? 


The meaning of Russia Is vague and 
Intangible to the majority of our peo- 
ple, nevertheless the solution of the 
war rests largely with that distant 
and isolated country. 
If Russia re- 
mains in the war we can with optim- 
ism hope that January , 1919, will see 
the end of the world carnage and that 
the bulk of these men will be return- 
ing to their homes. 


If through lack of support, moral, 
financial 
and economic, Russia does 
not remain in the war few of this first 
army in America, save those rendered 
permanently unfit, 
will 
come back. 
The novel sight of troops moving to- 
ward centers 
of 
embarkation will 
cease to arouse curiosity. 
Where we 
see tens of thousands marching today 
we will see hundreds of thousands in 
191S. 
And In 1919 we shall be count- 
ing actual casualties t>y the. half mil- 
lion. 
There is nothing in the military 
situation today, should Russia be elim- 
inated, to indicate a decision on the 
field of battle Inside of two years. 


Inasmuch as the future of Russia 
affects deeply every American, it is 
now of paramount importance 
that 
every one in this country should study 
the problem of Russia, pnd realize that 
individual 
responsibility, 
sympathy 
and 
interest, 
which 
alone 
can 
strengthen and fortify the hands of 
administration in a policy of generous 
support for Russia, is absolutely es- 
sential to her salvation. 


Holding Great Teuton Forces. 


Let us now consider what^Russia is 
actually doing today. 
She has a front, 
including Rumania, extending from 
thj Baltic to the Bfack sea, a distance 
of approximately 1,200 miles, or near- 
ly as far as a straight line drown from 
New Y'ork to Kansas City. 
It is diffi- 
cult to stiito from day to day what 
enemy forces aie being detained on 
the eastern front. 
If 
one 
includes 
Austrians, 
Bulgars, Turks, 
Hungar- 
ians and Germans, probably it is not 
ah exaggeration to put the enemy for- 
mations facing Russians and Ruman- 
ians at between 150 and ICO divisions, 
or in round numbers between 2,000,- 
000 and 3,000,000 men. 


It is clear that this important num- 
ber of effective troops definitely rep- 
resents the difference between an of- 
fensive and a defensive campaign on 
the western front. 
In spite of chaos 
and confusion in Russia this summer, 
the Russian line has continued to de- 
tain and divert this surplus of enemy 
troops ,wlth the result that France, 
England and Italy have been engaged 
in a continuous offensive almost with- 
out cessation since the early spring. 


The elimination of the eastern front 
from the theater of operations means 
two things 
to the 
central 
powers: 
First they would be able to release in- 
stantly 2,000.000 men for operations 
elsewhere. 
It would mean that all of 
the allies would have to suspend their 
advances and take the defensive for 
th3 approximate length of time that 
it would take to destroy by shot and 
shell this surplus coming from the 
east. 


We would probably find then that 
at least a year would be required be- 
fore the lines in the west would be re- 
latively as strong against the Ger- 
mans as they were in January I, 1917. 
At the end of that time or about the 
beginning of January, 1919, they would 
cgain be obliged to take up the prob- 
lem of bringing 
an 
offensive to the 
Rhine and forcing home the war on 
German territory. 


More serious for the allies than the 
release of human material, to fight in 
the west would be the immediate sup- 
plies of every form of raw material in 
Russia, both 
in 
food 
and metals, 
which would be available to the Ger- 
mans. 
With the vast resources of the 
new republic in the east at Germany'sl 
disposal, there is no sound reason why 
the 
central powers 
should not fight 
for another three or four years. 


As long as Russia remains in the 
war we can hope 
for a disaster In 
Germany 
through 
economic 
causes 
and we are not absolutely dependent 
upon crushing her by force of arms 
alone. 
With food and metals and la- 
bor In uulimited amounts at her dis- 
posal from Russia, the only decision 
which we can logically hope for Is a 
military decision In the west, and that 
this can be forced under three or.four 
years I see no raaton to believe.,

alone is vulnerable.

On the western front we have a 
relatively short line o^ defense, manned 
exclusively by Germans. 
Between the 
allies and the Rhine are innumerable 
defensive positions, each of which can 
be purchased only by tremendous sac- 
rifice of life and the expenditure of 
mountains 
of 
munition. - No doubt 
the Germans are perfectly willing to 
trade these lines month by month for 
the losses in men and money which 
they can make the allies pay. 


If by constant effort the armies of 
the allies reach the Rhine they have 
only begun the in^-asion of Germany. 
Without elaborating on the military 
dlflCiculties in the west it is safe to 
state that the decision forced from this 
quarter by arms alone must be a long, 
orduous and costly one, though I do 
not of course doubt the 
inevitable 
victory, even in that quarter. 
Ger- 
many, in the west, then, presents her 
strongest and most invulnerable front. 


Contrast this situation with the op- 
portunities offered to the allies in the 
east- 
Here we have a line so long 
and through a country so sparsely pop- 
ulated that an intensive system of de- 
fense comparable with the west, has 
not been possible nor has it even been 
attempted. 
In addition to this the 
eastern front is held only in part by 
German troops and the personnel of 
the defense is therefore filled with 
vulnerable spots. 


Having been in Russia since the be- 
ginning of the war, and having fol- 
lowed the operations of her armies al- 
most continuously during three cam- 
paigns, I have not the slightest hesi- 
tation in expressing the opinion that 
the Russian troops 
can 
always beat 
the Austrians. 
Wherever, then, the 
Austrians are holding the line there is 
present the capacity for sweeping suc- 
cesses whenever the Russians have 
material and morale sulTlcient^to war- 
rant advances. 


In addition to this, there are along 
the entire eastern fronts strategic ob- 
jectives, ony 
of 
which successfully 
achieved would shake the house of 
German streategy. 
Taking these in 
order from the north, it is easy to anal- 
yze what comparatively short Russian 
advances would mean toGermany. 


Another invasion of East Prussia, 
for instance, would fill Berlin with ref- 
ugees as it did in August, 1914. 
It 
would create a political situation there 
which might vitally threaten the en- 
durance of the whole cause. 


The reoccupation of Poland, com- 
pared to the west, is easily achieved. 
This would strike a moral blow at 
Germany and expose her to an Inva- 
sion in one of her vital spots, Silesia, 
which, next to her manufacturing cen- 
ters in the west, is the most essential 
to her industrial life. 


Prospect of Success In Gallcia. 


As we move ^ u t h the opportunities 
of effective maneuvers and campaigns 
increase in their menaces to Germany. 
Galicia is held almost entirely by Aus- 
trian troops. 
Brussilof's offensive in 
1916 indicated clearly the capacity of 
the Russians to force advances in this 
territory. 
A 
reorganized 
and 
well 
equipped Russian army would in my 
opinion retake Galicia in the summer 
of 1918. 
Such a reoccupation would 
mean the flanking and utter demorali- 
zation if not collapse of Austria. 


If the Russians could retake as much 
of Galicia as they occupied in Decem- 
ber, 1914, it is almost certain that an 
independent peace with Austria would 
result within a few months, for the 
Austrian position would be in every 
way untoiiable from a political and 
militai-y point of view. 


An advance through Rumania in 
co-operation with an allied expedition 
from Saloniki would ever more defin- 
itely prove the beginning of the end 
for 
the 
central powers. 
With the 
British blockade increasing its effect- 
iveness daily and with shipments from 
the different countries being curtainel 
week by week, Germany has become 
more and more dependent for 
food 
supplies and raw material upon Hun- 
gary, Serbia, Bulgaria, Turkey and 
Asia Minor. 
There are no serious dif- 
ficulties in terrain or in lines of de- 
fense which would prevent a strong 
Russo-Rumahian expedition retaking 
the lines of the Danube and joining 
hands with Sarrail at Sofia in 1918. 


The 
consummation 
of 
any 
such 
movement would instantly put Bul- 
garia and Turkey out of the war. Aus- 
tria and Hungaria with threats from 
this vulnerable side could not endure 
for six months and their defeat would 
be the beginning of the end for Ger- 
many. 


It is clear that all of the opportuni- 
ties for a quick decision lie on the 
eastern front and not on the western. 
A reorganized Russian army co-ordi- 
pated with the pressure on the entire 
western front might well end the war 
in 1918. 
Even with the partial ful- 
fillment 
of 
the strategic objectives 
above mentioned internal political and 
economic pressure might bring about 
the collapse of Germany from within. 


Russia, with us, 
then, 
obviously 
represents shortening the war by years 
and means a difference in American 
losses measured 
in 
hundred thou- 
sands; a dlffrence in wealth expended 
counted in tens of billions, and in the 
men called to the colors figured in 
millions. 


I repeatedly emphasize the fact that 
the burdens will increasingly fall on 
America, because it must be clear that 
with every month longer that the war 
lasts it will be America that must 
fill the gaps in the western lines. 
The 
final surplus to break down German 
resistance must come in a large meas- 
ure from a cross the Atlantic, for by 
1919 neither France nor England will 
be able to throw Increasingly large 
masses of manhood into their fighting 
fronts. 
• ' 


The problem then of keeping Rus- 
sia in the war should not appeal to 
America as one of merely a vague and 
intangible national policy, but f a t h e r 
as a personal interest. The news from 
Russia should command 
thtj 
same 
sympathetic attention that is and will 
be. increasingly given to the operations 
of our own troops in France. 
Each 
has an equal significance to all of us. 


If one wishes to understand clearly 
the significance of what Is going on in 
Russia, 9ne must realize the difference 
In meaning between military move- 
ments on the western and on the east- 
ern frohts. 
It is as foolish for the 
allies to magnify the efl^ect of German 
advancea in Russia as it is for them to 
minimize the importance of helpinsr 
Russia. 
^

Its retreats have less significance thai 
those of any other army in the world« 
for the Russian morale is lese affected 
by disaster than that of any othei 
troops I have ever been with. 
Th« 
surrounding of territory means littli 
or nothing as long as the army keepi 
intact. 


In the Galicia drive in 1915 oni 
whole Russian army division was anni- 
hilated, and the gap in the line, forty 
miles across, was open for the German 
advance. - In spite of this the Rus- 
sians were able to recuperate and pre- 
sent a solid phalanx on the San river, 
which the Germans were able to force 
back, but not to break. 


The Warsaw movement succeeded in 
capturing 
the 
Polish 
capital. 
The 
main objective, which was the destruc- 
tion of the Russian army, failed of 
achievement, and within two months 
the army was able to present a front 
which checked the German advances 
in 1915. 


The drive through 
Rumania 
had 
the same German intent and broadly 
speaking 
failed in the same 
way. 
Though the Russian and Rumanian 
armies were obliged to retire to the 
line of the Sereth they were not de- 
stroyed nor was their fighting capacity 
eliminated. 


This year we have seen two German 
attempts to'bring about disaster to the 
Russian lines. 
The German stroke in 
Galicia in July brought about a vitally 
dangerous military 
situation 
to the 
Russians for their line was broken in a 
most important sector in Galicia. After 
four days the Russians were able to 
begin a system of rear-guard actions 
and once more the German hope of a 
Russian disaster faded away. 


W'ithin the last few weeks we have 
seen a drive on Riga and a collapse of 
Russian defense. 
Within ten days we 
again saw the Russians establishing 
rear-guard actions and then definitely 
counter-attacking and at the present 
writing they are approximately check- 
ing the German advance. 


Nothing can be more unwise than te 
prophesy in war. It is legitimate, how- 
evei-, to judge the future based on the 
precedents of the past. As correspond- 
ent of the London Times, attached first 
to the headquarters of the Grand Duke 
Nicholas and latterly to that of the 
former czar, I have been in thirteen 
out of fourteen Russian armies in the 
field and covered nearly eighty bat- 
tles. 
I have been in all the disasters 
up to December, 1916, with the ex- 
ception of East Prussia. 


From May until December, 1915, I 
lived in nothing but the atmosphere 
of disaster. Retreats, burning villages, 
and roads congested with refugees be- 
-came the daily round of my existence, 
yet after every disaster which took 
place in those three years in war, I 
have seen the 
Russians 
recuperate, 
make a stand and ultimately come 
back. 


3Iost of Army Unchanged. 


There are now new political factors 
in the war which make estimates more 
uncertain. 
The greatest factor, how- 
ever, which made the recuperation of 
the Russian army possible during tha 
first three years of chaos was the char- 
acter of the Russian soldiers them- 
selves, and this has not fundamentally 
changed in the last six months. 
The 
military misfortunes of this summer 
have been largely due to w^eak links 
In the chain rather than in weakness 
of the lines as a whole. 
The losing 
of certain salient points held by troops 
whose morale had been destroyed by 
the 
vicious 
German 
propaganda 
brought about local disasters which 
forced general retirements. 


The fact that German advances up 
to this writing, have during this period 
been finally checked by the Russians is 
sufficient evidence to indicate that the 
bulk of the army remains in morale 
and in character as before, which even 
political chaos and the destruction of 
discipline have not been able to alter 
elementally. 
From the evidence then 
of the past we can, I believe, rely on 
the army to do, during the next yeai 
what it has done in the last three, pro- 
vided only that the government be sus- 
tained and its moral and financial sup- 
port be such as to enable it to maintain 
a political situation sufficiently strong 
to make the continuation of the war 
possible. 


Americans must not attach undue 
importance to where on the map th« 
Russian army stands. 
We must not 
view too seriously its retirements. All 
that need vitally interest us is that in 
some place in Russia, protecting Its 
vital strategic centers, there are two 
or three million Russians fighting the 
enemy at the same time that the Allies 
are attacking them in the west. 


Viewed broadly, it is immaterial to 
the Allies as a whole, whether the army 
is defending itself in Poland or before 
the gates of Moscow. 
Even if it never 
takes the offensive, but can only remain 
an army in being to hold enemy forma- 
tions in Russia, It is saving day by day 
thousands of American lives. 


Invasion Dangerous to Ciennans. 


It must likewise be remembered that 
the farther into Russia that the Ger- 
mans are forced to follow and fight the 
Slavs the greater is the drain on their 
man power. 
Incidentally, the dangers 
to the Germans from a Russian offen- 
sive become greater the farther they 
enter into the spaces of the eastern 
front. 


My own observation has been that 
the morale of a defeated enemy .de- 
creases rapidly In the exact ratio to the 
distance from its base. A German de- 
feat in front of Moscow would, I be- 
lieve, bo a greater bldw in men and ma- 
terial, and morale, than would have 
been a German defeat in East Prussia 
in ,1914. 
We must not, therefore, feel 
undue pessimism as to movements of 
the Russian army this year. We must 
thank God that there have been enough 
elemental 
virtues 
in the 
Russians' 
character to have^ kept them 
fighting 
this year witiiout discipline or without 
moi-ale. 


It is the duty of every individual In 
America to watch with solicitation and 
sympathy the struggles that Russia ic 
making to keep the army intact and to 
build up a strong and effective govern- 
ment. 
It is the obvious and direct 
Cirbligation -that everj- American should 
feel a personal interest and responsibil- 
ity toward Russia: this responsibility 
should be made manifest by the in- 
dividual support by every person In- 
terested in the final outcome of this 
war in backing up the president of the 
United States with sympathy and en- 
couragement in every effort which he 
may make to relieve and encouiafe the 
Russians in fightinit out this great 
•tnimle and In «olvi»« thin^ the matl ,

Tha people of Fort Wayne, not ex- 
cepting spme hundreds who do 
not 
patronize it, are in favor of the main- 
tenance and expansion of the muni- 
cipal lighting system. 
This is the fact 
because there are few people in F o r t 
Wayne so dense of understanding that 
they do not appreciate w h a t the value 
of this public institution has been and 
will be to them. 


It is calculated how many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars the municipal 
lig-htini? enterprise has saved to the 
pockets of the people of this city— 
patrons of the opposition no less than 
patrons of the city lights. 
It is not 
calculable how many millions of dol- 
lars it will cost 
the 
people of Fort 
Wayne If the city electric lighting en- 
terprise were to be subjected to poli- 
cies of depreciation and ultimate ruin. 
Private lighting enterprises are estab- 
lif hed and 
maintained 
primarily to 
make money. 
Municipal utilities are 
•?stablishcd and maintained to render 
the best possible service at the least 
possible cost. 


Wthout the entrance of the mimi- 
cipal lighting enterprise into this field 
the old franchise 
rate of 10 cents 
would still 
prevail 
and 
the people 
would be paying one-third more for 
their domestic current than they, now 
pny. 
If the bill that was prepared last 
winter for the 
relief 
of 
the Fort 
Wayne municipal lighting department 
h-^d not been strangled the people of 
Fort Wayne would today be paying 
one-seventh, 
certainlj^ 
and 
almost 
one-third, possibly, less than the rates 
th'=' oily is forced by the public util- 
ities commission to charge for current. 
The city is able to reduce the rate to 
consu?ners, but It is not permitted to 
reduce it, because the competing in- 
tere.st objects. 


Tf Mr. Niezer is elected 
mayor 
of 
Fort Wayne he will make it the object 
of his most energetic efforts to get the 
obot.nctions removed that prevent the 
people of Fort Wayne from enjoying 
the full benefits of their own enter- 
prise.

As we view the matter, it is of no 
great import or consequence who ad- 
vised Candidate Cutshall four years ago 
to apply to Mayor-elect Hosey for re- 
appointment to the office of comptrol-

The future of the city lighting en- 
terprise will be determined by the spir- 
it that governs the policies of its ad- 
ministration. 
There can be no differ- 
ence of opinion as to that. 
If the same 
policies that have been pursued dur- 
ing the past four years are continued 
during the next four years the munici- 
pal lighting business will not only be 
put on a more enduring foundation and 
placed in a still more unassailable po- 
sition, but the people will gain the 
immense benefits that can flow only 
from successful management and ag- 
gressive policy. 


The city lighting system is worth 
today a million dollars. 
In due course 
under 
friendly 
administration 
that 
value will be doubled. 
The lighting 
rates to domestic consumers are today 
7 cents. 
If the city can 
break 
the 
shackles of the state utilities law that 
are now Invoked to prevent any reduc- 
tion of the rate the people will soon 
get their current for 6 cents, and pos- 
sibly even less than that. 
The city 
lighting department has furnished the 
abundant proof that it can furnish cur- 
rent at a low rate and at the same time 
pay for enormous and costly extensions 
besides laying by a huge surplus in its 
funds to meet emergencies. 
That sur- 
plus may become much larger than It 
ought to be by reason of the fact that 
the state in behalf of the competitor 
of the municipal plant forces the city 
to charge more for its current than it 
ought to charge. 
That has been the 
situation for two years. 
Early in 1916 
the city government tried to get the 
utilities board to sanction a reduction 
of the maximum rate to 6 cents. 
It 
never has been able to obtain that sanc- 
tion. 
The result is that for almost 
two years the people have been forced 
to pay IB ments more for their cur- 
rent than the city was able, willing and 
ready to sell it to them. 


Despairing of getting the 
utilities 
board to sanction the lower rate and 
seeing ahead an Indefinite term dur- 


ing which the municipal lighting plant 
would be hampered and obstructed in 
its efforts to give the people better ser- 
vice and lower rates, Mayor Hosey un- 
dertook to get the legislature to pasa 
a 
law 
that 
would 
exempt 
publicly 
owned and operated utilities from the 
embarrassing and harmful operations 
of certain phases of the state utilities 
law. 
For a time it appeared the bill 
that had been prepared and introduced 
in the legislature to this end would be 
passend and this city thereupon eman- 
cipated from its bondage to the tram- 
mels of an obstructive law and the In- 
terferences 
of 
an 
unfriendly 
state 
board. 
Suddenly the bill went to 
a 
quiet and unknelled death in commit- 
tee. 


That bill, which meant so much In 
dollars and cents to every consumer 
of electric current in Fort Wayne, was 
slain by the dictum of one man in this 
city. 
It was done for two reasons. One 
reason was that Mayor Hosey's ad- 
ministration might have no credit for 
having rendered that great service to 
the people. 
The other was that the 
democratic party might not gain any 
prestige from the act and be able to 
go before the people of Fort Wayne in 
the campaign now on with the fact in 
its record that 
it 
had 
further 
ad- 
vanced the interests of the people, pro- 
moted the material gains of the city 
and enlarged the usefulness of the pub- 
lic lighting plant.!^ There is possibly a 
third and more sinister reason. 


At all events, the bill was killed, the 
eighty thousand people of Fort Wayne 
were denied the benefits i* would have 
conferred and the lighting rate will 
stick at 7 cents and remain there until 
the state utilities board sees fit to P|er- 
mlt a reduction. 
When the people un- 
derstand who It was that caused this 
bill to be killed, appreciate the despic- 
able motives that caused him to kill it 
and realize the tens of thousands of 
dollars his nefarious act has cost them 
they will be astounded 
and 
furious. 
The slaughter of that bill was partly 
in the behalf of the republican party 
and its candidates, partly because of 
enmity and hatred of Mayor Hosey and 
partly—It is plausible to assume—for 
another and a worse reason. 
But 't 
Avas killed and by that act the people 
of Fort Wayne—alike the patrons of 
city 
and 
of 
traction 
current—are 
mulcted 15 per cent more for their use 
of electricity than they ought to pay. 


The slayer of that bill is the strong- 
est supporter of W. S, Cutahall's can-

But Mr. Cutshall 
did not "see it 
first."

halted

freight order of the government which 
directs railroad companies to use all 
open cars for shipping coal. 


Local contracting companie.s 
have 
been notified by railroad freight offi- 
cial.s that they cannot 
expect 
ship- 
rne;its 
of paving materials until the 
order is revoked. 


The freight situation 
means 
that 
T.,ake a\'enue, Kinnaird avenue. Web- 
ster 
street, 
LaSalle 
street. 
T^iberty 
street and Coombs street will not be 
paved this fall, contractors state. There 
is enough paving material on hand to 
allow the completing of 
Kensington 
avenue and Grace avenue, it is be- 
lieved. 


At Wolcottville, from which 
town 
Fort Wayne has drawn much of the 
crushed rock used in street 
paving, 
there are fifteen cars lined up at the 
quarry, but railroad officials, through 
the government, have ordered that the 
cai-B not be loaded and the conveyers 
•will be taken away at once for coal 
fi-eighting, it Is reported to contractors 
here. 


There is enough concrete stored in 
Fort Wayne to allow the completing 
of nearly all sidewalk contracts which 
have been granted by the city, it is 
given out. 
Arrangements are expect- 
ed to be made for shipping the con- 
crete in large closed cars, thus evad- 
ing the coal car order. 


City officials have received

"When a slender youth of 21 tucilted a 
football under his arm back in 1880 and 
ran 90 yards for one of the scores which 
helped Yale defeat Pennsylvania 
there 
probably was no prophet in the diminutive 
Y'ale grandstand who thought that youth 
v.'ould live to be the biggest figure in the 
king of American college games. 


The youth was Walter Camp and today 
he stands out far and away ahead of any- 
one connected with football. 


For years Camp has been a member of 
the rules committee which annually re- 
vises the regulations under which 
the 
game is played. 


And during these years he has pains- 
takingly studies the 
game from 
every 
angle and has been instrumental in re- 
moving 
from 
football 
the 
prejudice, 
brought about by 
deaths and 
Injuries 
which threatened its very existence. 


Camp early realized the danger to the 
game caused by massed formations, by 
the flying and revolving wedges, by the 
use of sole leather armor plate, by hurd- 
ling and rough methods. 


Year by year he fought these questions 
out, eliminating one after another until 
present day football Is as different from 
that of the late nineties as the modern 
rapid fire gun is from the revolution relics 


on the Yale campus. 


For years the hopes and fears of every 
football star have been centered on Camp 
for he is the man who picks the All- 
American team, a place in which is the 
gola aimed at by every American college 
football player. 


Walter Camp was bom In New Haven 
April 7, 1859, and his early life was so in- 
fluenced by Tale traditions, living as he 
did almost on the campus, that It Is not 
surprising that he entered college there 
in 1876. 


During his four years in college he In- 
terested himself in athletics but was par- 
ticularly brilliant In 
football,

I—The Care of Time. 


The life of very man may be so or- 
dered that it may be perpetual serving 
of God. 
Everyone has work enough 
that there shall be no room for idle- 
ness. 
As long as idleness is shut out 
from our lives all the sins of wanton- 
ness and softness are prevented and 
there is little danger of temptation. 
Here then are his rules for employing 
our time. 


1—On 
awaking 
in 
the 
morning 
think first of God and his service and 
close the day with thoughts of God. 


2—^Let everyone that hath a calling 
be diligent in the pursuit of life. 


3—^Let all intervals of time be em- 
ployed in prayer, meditation and read- 
ing. 


4—Avoid the company of drunkards 
and busybodies. 


5—Let your employment be fit to 
your age and understanding. 


6—Don't spend more time on your 
flress than on your devotions. 


7—Cut off all useless employrnent. 
8—Don't let your recreation take all 
your 
time. 
Make 
your 
recreations 
serve you rather than you serve them. 


9—Set apart a portion of every day 
for solemn devotion, and religious em- 
ployment. 
Let nothing encroach upon 
that time. 


1 0 — D o not the Avork of God negli- 
gently or rapidly. 
Let not your heart 
be upon the world when you pray.

W e should intend and design God's 
glory in every act. 
"Do all to 
the 
glory of God." 
Holy intention is to the 
action pf a man w h a t roots are to a 
tree. 
Here are his rules to guide our 
intentions. 


1—^In every action reflect on the end. 
Why do I do it? 


2—All 
actions 
should 
begin 
with 
prayer that God will not only bless the 
act but also sanctify 
the 
purpose. 
Here, too, are some of the signs of the 
purity of intention. 


(1) 
T h a t we should be as zealous 
in our religious ai tions a s we a r e 
in 
our t e m p o r a l affairs. 


(2) 
1-Je wlio does as well in privati- 
betv.'een God and his own soul, as i.i 
public has given himself a good testi- 
mony that hi-s purposes are full of hon- 
esty and 
integrity. 


(3) 
It is well when we a r e not so- 
licitous as to the effect of our actions. 


(4) 
He that despises the world and 
its vanities is the most secure in his 
Intentions because he is the 
farthest 
removed from temptations. 
I I I — R u l e s 
for the 
Practice 
of 
the 


Presence of God. 
That God is present in all places and 
sees all actions and knows all dis- 
courses and understands all thoughts, 
is taught by the Scriptures. 


"Do not I fill heaven and earth?" 
"Neither is there any creature that 
is not manifest in his sight, but all 
things are naked and open to the eyes 
of him~with whom we have to do." 


"In him we live and move and have 
our being." 


No more can we be removed from 
the presence of God than from his own 
being. 
God is everywhere present In 
essence 
and 
power. 
He 
manifests 
himself in holy places, in solemn as- 
semblies and in the lives of his follow- 
ers. 
How can we realize and practice i 
his presence at all times? 


1. 
Think frequently that God 
is 
here filling every place. 
And say with 
David, "Whither shall I go from thy 
Spirit? or whither shall I flee from thy 
presence? 
If I ascend up into heaven 
thou art there—^if I make my bed in 
hell thou art there." 


2—In beginning an action solemnly 
worship God and place yourself in his 
presence, behold him with the eye of 
faith, and let your desires be fixed 
upon him, as the object of worship, 


the reason of hope, and the fountain of 
blessing. 


3—Try 
to see in 
everything 
the 
power and excellence of God and let 
your conversation lead to him. 
It is 
his sun that shines upon us, his Are 
that 
warms 
us, his 
water that re- 
freshes us. 
Do we know that God is 
the owner and dispenser of all things? 


4—In retirement have frequent con- 
verse with God. Have a chapel in your 
own heart where you may often go for 
devotion. 


5—God is In us and we in him. 
We 
are the works of his hands, let us not 
deflie his workmanship. We are in his 
company, let us not pollute It. 


Many benefits flow from the exer- 
cise of these rules. 
Among them the 
following: 


(1) 
They are an excellent help In 
prayer, producing in us reverence and 
actual devotion. 


(2) 
They produce 
confidence 
in 
God, patience in trouble, and hope of 
remedy. 


(3) 
They help us to realize that 
God is with us in our actions, to pre- 
serve us; in our recreations to restrain 
us; in our sleep to watch over us. 
If 
we walk with God In all his ways as 
he walks with us in all our ways we 
shall find perpetual reasons to enable 
us to keep that excellent rule, "Rejoice 
in the Lord always, and again I say 
rejoice." 


(4) 
The realization of God's pres- 
ence 
helps 
to 
restrain 
wondering 
thoughts, establishes the heart In good 
purposes and leads to perseverance. 
IV—Rules Governing the Practice of 


Prayer. 
1—Never ask ansrthing of God that 
is sinful or that ministers to sin. 
Ask 
of Good power and assistance to do 
your duty; to glorify God; to do goo4 
works; to live a good life; to die in the 
fear and favor of God and gain eternal 
life. 


2—We may pray to God for the gifts 
of the Spirit. 


3—We may ask for temporal bene- 
fits as food, raiment and conveniences. 


4—If we would pray with effect we 
must live with care and piety. 


5—All prayer must be made in faith 
and hope. 


6—Our prayers must be fervent, in- 
tense, 
earnest and importunate. 
As 
St. Paul teaches: 


"striving In prayer" 
"laboring fervently in prayer" 
"night and day praying exceedingly" 
and 


"pj-aying always with all prayer." 
7—Our jjrayers should be as con- 
tinuous as our desires. 
Jesus taught 
"that men ought alw^ays to pray and 
not to faint." Paul .says that w e should 
"pray Avithout ceasing," then we must 
always pray for the foi'giveness of sins, 
for the as-sistance of God's grace, for 
charity, for life eternal and 
for 
all 
tej-nporal affairs. 


8—In all forms of prayer mingle pe- 
tition with thanksgiving. 


9—Let your 
posture 
of 
body 
in 
prayer be reverent, grave and humble. 


These rules put into any life 
and 
faithfully followed will m a k e that life 
a power for God.

rather 
than 
a 
religion. 
Whether immoral or not, it is certain- 
ly unhealthful, so the doctors tell us. 
Whatever its effect upon the soul, it 
is known to injure the body. 


If the medical man is correct in his 
latest deductions, many of the most 
distressing of our physical ailments 
are due to worry alone. 


The pulse of a worried man Is Irre- 
gular. 
\t beats Intermittently and its 
force varies greatly. 
He sighs fre- 
quently. 
His respiration is repress- 
ed. 
He is likely to be pale. 
His ex- 
tremities are cold. 


There is but one meaning to this. 
Through 
the 
marvelous 
influence 
which mind exei'cises upon matter the 
worry has gripped the heart, the cir- 
culation is impaired, and chronic heart 
disease is to be feared unless the worry 
ceases. 


The stomach is likely to suffer also. 
The same worry which' disturbs the 
heart's functions plays havoc with di- 
gestion 
often. 
Recent 
observations 
demonstrate that when one is in ex- 
treme anxiety there are relaxation and 
decreased mobility throughout the en- 
tire alimentary tract. 
The appetite 
falls. 
The secretions are 
disturbed. 
Should the anxiety continue, the sub- 
ject is almost certain to become a con- 
firmed dyspeptic. 


The effect of worry upon the Infer- 
nal glands has not been fully studied! 
Enough is known, ^owever, to assure 
the physician that it affects the. se- 
cretions of these glands very serious- 
ly through the systematic nerves. It 
thus becomes an important agent In 
producing exophthalmic goitre and a 
train of other ills that can only be 
defined when the real functions of the 
glands in question are more adequate- 
ly studied. 
Insomnia, a most fruit- 
ful source of physical ills, is a certain 
consequence of worry. 
Diabetes is 
often due ta the same cause.

The EarUer Child Gets Measles the 
More Dangerous It Is. 


Measles begins with a cold and fev- 
er. 
After three or four days there is 
headache 
a n d 
nausea. 


During the per- 
iod of the fever, 
grayish 
pinhead 
spots surrounded 
by a red halo ap- 
pear on the in- 
ner 
surface 
of 
the neck. 


An eruption in the 
form of small 
red area^ (which soon become 
clus- 
tei^d on the forehead) begins to ap- 
pear on the fourth or fifth day of ill- 
ness. 
This rapidly spreads over the 
face and body. 


The disease varies greatly in its se- 
verity, but mild cases often give rise 
to severe cases in others. 
The disease 
Is most serious in children under five 
years of age. 


A child 
under five is many times 
more likely to die from measles than 
a child of ten. 


The chief complications are pneu- 
monia, ear disease and the lighting 
up of latent tuberculosis. 


The infectious agent is contained In 
the discharge of the nose, throat, eyes 
and ears and infection may apparent- 
ly be communicated at least two days 
before the eruption appears on the 
face. 


The germs usually remain active 
in these discharges 
for only two or 
three days after the rash begins to.ap- 
pear, sp that measles 
is usually not 
communicable after the fever has sub- 
sided. 


The fine scales on the body do not 
transmit the germ and the infection 
is probably air borne 
except in the 
sense that 
droplets 
thrown 
out in 
forced 
breathing 
or 
coughing 
or 
sneezing may convey It.

x:ach Tentli Baby Dies Before It Is 
Year Ola in This Ck>untry. 


One baby out of every ten dies be- 
fore It Is one year of age In the cities 
of the United States with a population 
of 25,000 and over, according to sta- 
tistics just 
issued 
by the New York 
milk committee. 


At the same 
time 
the death rate 
among babies in the larger American 
cities has been reduced 11 per cent, 
since 1910, says this same report. 


This reduction 
has 
been 
made 
among cities of 100,000 
population 
and over. 
The smaller cities have not 
done so well. 
The reduction in cities 
between 60,000 and 100,000 popula- 
tion Is only 2 per cent, 
while 
those 
under 50,000 show 
an Increase of 5 
per cent. 
The 
general reduction in 
death rate is 9 per cent. 


The lowest death rate in the coun- 
try in 1916 among the cities of 100,000 
and over was in Portland, Ore,, with a 
record of only 55 baby deaths per 1,- 
000 births. 
Fall River, Mass., Is the 
highest with a rate of 163. 


Infant mortality is said to be the 
most sensitive Index of social welfare. 
In war times 
it may well serve as a 
guide for cities and local communi- 
ties in child welfare activities. 


After three years of war Great Bri- 
tain and Germany 
are 
planning na- 
tional movements for maternity, in- 
fant and child conservation, hoping in 
this way within a few years to replace 
the man power lost in the war. 


The 
marked 
decrease 
in 
infant 
deaths did not begin in this country 
until 1910, when organized Infant wel- 
fare work became general.

What are some of the best methods 
of preventing diseases? 


Everyone should know the answers 
to this question. 


First, give immediate attention to 
any illness that may arise in your fam- 
ily and isolate the patient until a di- 
agnosis has been made by your phy- 
sician. 


Second, realize the necsslty of per- 
sonal habits of cleanliness, especially 
as regards the bath, change of cloth- 
ing, washing the hands before eating 
and so forth. 


Children should be warned about 
putting the fingers itnojheir mouths 
or nostrils. 


Kissing 
of 
children 
should 
be 
avoided. 


When sneezing or coughing a hand- 
kerchief should 
be 
held over

mouth. 
This is most important. 


The law against spitting should be 
rigidly observed.

Thorough cleanliness of all floors, 
woodwork, bedding and utensils should 
be carried out- 


Avoidance of dust should be insisted 
upon. 
Sweeping of floors should be 
done only after they have been sprin- 
kled with moist sawdust of tea leaves.

' I t seems almost impossible to arouse 
our people to a realization that they are 
in a great war. We'll have to haA^e cas- 
ualty lists first." 


The French people don't need casualty 
lists to remind them. 
Every hour of 
the day war is impressed on them— 
whenever they eat, sleep, talk,^ travel or 
seek amusement. 


And what goes for the French also 
goes for the thousands of Americans now 
in France. 


You arrive at a hotel and, naturally, 
the clerk tries to induce you to take a 
room with a bath, if he has any such lux- 
uiy to ofFer. 


lYetty soon you come down to the of- 
fice storming. 


"There's no hot water in that bath," 
you complain. 


He shrugs his shoulders and smiles. 
You want to choke him. 


"Cfest la guerre," he says. "It is the 
war. We are permitted to have hot 
water only on Saturdays and Sundays. 
We must be economical with our coal, 
you know." 


"Cest la guerre"—"It is the war"— 
is almost a national motto over here. No 
matter what the trouble is, blame it on 
the war. 


You go into the dining room with a 
ravenous appetite, figuring on a nice. 
Juicy steak with French fried potatoes, 
etc. 
(You know the kind war corres- 
pondents eat who have liberal expense 
accountg.) 


But there is no meat. 
The waiter is grieved because you've 
forgotten it^is Monday. 


"It is prohibited to eat meat on Mon- 
days and Tuesdays, monsieur," he says. 


You soon find that Tuesday is the black 
day for eating. 


On Tuesdays you can neither eat meat 
nor pastry. 
Pastry is also forbidden on 
Wednesdays. 


About 40 per cent, of the people in 
Paris eat their meals in restaurants, and 
these restrictions on meats and pastries 
have resulted in enormous savings of 
food supplies. 


If your room at the hotel is dark, you 
try to turn on the electric lights soon 
after supper. But there's no light. 


The very minute each evening when 
"the lights come on" is fixed by law. 
Conservation of coal again. 


If you bum kerosene in lamps or gas 
in your cook store your consumption is 
limited to 65 per cent, of wJiat it was be- 
fore the war. 


Only the rich can aflford to run autos 
any more, because gasoline in France 
now retails at $1.25 a gallon. It makes 
one smile to recall the storms of protest 
in America about a year ago when the 
price of the juice shot up to about 2.5 
cents a gallon.

"information or comfort" to the enemy. 


And as to photography—you almost 
take your life in your hands to appear 
in public with a camera.

One of the most 
common of these has been that the govern- 
ment was taking tlin food pledges as n pre- 
liminary step to making seizurc.of a large part 
of the foodstuffs preserved in American homes 
this summer and fall. Repeatedly tl/c govern- 
ment and national, state and local councils of 
defense have been nt pains to assure house- 
wives that the government hns no intention 
whatever of taking away domestic food sup- 
plies, but not even these positive reiterations 
have served to quiet the fears aroused by this 
insidious enemy propaganda. Various oilier 
reports arc set afoot to discourage the success 
of the campaign. In one northern Indiana 
community school children were admonished 
to tell their mothers not, to display Ihc food 
pledge cards at home, because it might lead 
to terrible consequences when the German 
troops invade this country. From all over 
these and similar as well as other sorts of 
stories have been cunningly spread about. It 
is said that efforts will be made to identify 
persons who have attempted in these ways to 
obstruct the food pledge campaign and that, 
if possible examples will be mndc. It is much 
to be hoped that examples can be mndc. 
Enemy propaganda is somewhat too busy and 
is having rather more latitude of immunity in 
this country than is salutary.

Russia in the war. is of vital import- 


ance to every individual in the United 
States. It is not an abstract problem 
of vague and distant interest, but one 
which increasingly will tuoch almost 
every hpme in America. " 


In every village and city 
of the 


United States today men in khaki aro 
beginning to appear upon the streets 
and one cannot read the papers with- 
out seeing accounts 
of reviews i)f 


troops preparatory to their departure 
for the front. How many people who 
watch with misty eyes the swinging 
columns of ' American 
manhood 


marching down the streets are think- 
ing of Russia,, or what the daily news 
from Russia means directly to these 
men and to their wives and mothers, 
their sisters and their children,, who 
see them leaving. their villages and 
homes for a training cainp or for the 
front in France? 


The meaning of Russia is^yague and 


intangible to the majority of our peo- 
ple, nevertheless the solution of the 
•war rests largely with that distant 
and isolated country. If Russia re- 
mains in the war we can with optim- 
ism hope that January , 1919, will see 
the end of theT world carnage and that 
the bulk of these men will be return- 
ing to their homes. 


If through lack of support, moral, 


financial and economic, Russia does 
not remain in the war few of this first 
army in America, save those rendered 
permanently unfit, 
will 
come back. 


The novel sight of troops moving to- 
ward centers 
of 
embarkation will 


cease to arouse curiosity. Where we 
see tens of thousands marching today 
we will see liihidreds of thousands .in 
191S. 
And in 1919-we shall be count- 


Ing actual casualties by the half:mil- 
lion. There is nothing in the military 
situation today, should Russia be elim- 
inated, to indicate a decision on the 
field of battle Inside-of two years. 


Inasmuch as the future of Russia 


affects deeply every American, it is 
now of paramount importance that 
every one in this country should study 
the problem of Russia, and realize that 
individual 
responsibility, sympathy 


and 
Interest, 
which 
alone 
can 


strengthen and fortify the ' hands of 
administration in a policy of generous 
support for- Russia, is absolutely es- 
sential to her salvation. 


Holding Great Teuton Forces. 


Let us now consider what Russia is 


actually doing today. She has a front, 
including Rumania, extending from 
thj Baltic to the Black sea, a distance 
of approximately 1,200 miles, or near- 
ly as far as a straight line drown from 
New York to Kansas City. It is dlffi- 
ult to stiite. from day to day what 
nemy forces aie 'being detained on

ans arfd Germans, probably It Is not 
n exaggeration to put the enemy for-

It Is clear that this important num- 


ier of effective troops definitely rep- 
esents tho difference between an of-, 
ensive and a defensive campaign on 
he western front. 
In spite of chaos 


ind contusion in Russia this summer, 
he Russian line has continued to do- 
uln arid divert this surplus of enemy 
roops ,with the result that France, 
England and Italy have been engaged 
n a continuous offensive almost with- 
out cessation since the early spring. 


The elimination ot the eastern front 


from the theater of operations means 
two things to the central powers: 
First they would be able to release in- 
stantly 2,000,000 men for operations 
elsewhere. It would mean that all of 
the allies would have to suspend their 
advances and take tho defensive for

' strongest and most Invulnerable front. 


Contrast this situation with the op-

In addition to this the

Having been in Bussia since the be- 


ginning of the war, and having fol- 
lowed the operations o£ her armies al- 
most continuously during three cam- 
paigns, I havo not the slightest hesi- 
tation In expressing the opinion that 
the Russian troops can always beat 
the Austrians. 
'Wherever, then, the 


Austrians are holding the line there is 
present the capacity for sweeping suc- 
cesses whenever the Russians have 
material and morale sufficient to war- 
rant advances. 


In addition to this, there are along 


the entire eastern fronts strategic ob- 
jectives, ony 
of which successfully 


achieved would shake the house of 
German streategy, 
Taking these in 


order from the north, it is easy to anal- 
yze what comparatively short Russian 
advances would mean to Germany. 


Another invasion of East Prussia, 


for instance,, would fill Berlin with ref- 
ugees as it did in August, 1914. It 
would create a political situation there 
which might vitally threaten the en- 
durance ovf tne whole cause. 


The reoccupation of Poland, com- 


pared to the wast, is easily achieved. 
This would striko. a moral blow at 
Germany and expose her to an inva- 
sion in one of her vital spots, Silesia, 
which, next to her manufacturing cen- 
ters in the west, Is the most essential 
to her industrial Ufa. 


Prospect of Success tn Gallcln. 
As we move south the opportunities

After 
four days the Russians were able to , 
begin- a system of rear-guard actions 
and once more the German hope of «, 
Russian disaster faded away.

pgain be obliged to take up the prob- 
lem of bringing an offensive to the 
Rhino and forcing homo the war on 
German territory. 


Moro serious for the allies than the 


release of human material to fight in 
the west would be the Immediate sup- 
plies of every form of raw material in 
Russia, both* in 
food 
and metals, 


which would be available to the Ger1- 
mans. With the vast resources of the 
new republic In the east at Germany's 
disposal, there Is no sound reason why 
tho ceiitr.il powers should not fight 
for another three or four years. 


As long as Russia remains in the 


war we can hope 
for a disaster In 


Germany through economic causes 
and we are not absolutely dependent 
upon crushing her by force of arms 
alone. With food and metal* and la- 
bor in unlimited amounts at her dis- 
posal from Russia, the only decision 
which wo can logically hope for is a 
military decision in the west, and that 
this can be forced under three or four 
jears I sec no reason to believe. 


Germany Vulnerable in East. 


There is a third factor of great 


iranortance in keeping Rns- 


iveness daily and with shipments from 
th» different countries being curtainel 
week, by week, Germany has become 
mora and more dependent for 
food 


supplies and raw material upon Hun- 
gary, Serbia, Bulgaria, Turkey and 
Asia Minor. There" are no serious dif- 
ficulties in terrain or in lines of de- 
fense which would prevent a strong 
Russo-Rumanlan expedition retaking 
tho lines of the Danube and joining 
hands with Sarrail at Sofia in 1918. 


The 
consummation' of any such 


movement would Instantly put Bul- 
garia and Turkey out of the war. Aus- 
tria and Hungaria with threats from 
this vulnerable Bide could not endure 
for six months and their defeat would 
be the beginning of the end for Ger- 
many. 


It is clear that all of the opportuni- 


ties for a quick 'decision lie on the 
eastern front and not on tho western. 
A reorganized Russian army co-ordi- 
nated with the pressure on the entire 
western front might well end the war 
in 1918. Even..with the partial ful- 
fillment 
of 
the strategic objectives 


above mentioned internal political and 
economic pressure might bring about 
tho collapse of Germany from within. 


Russia, with us, 
then, obviously 


represents shortening the war by years 
and means a difference in American 
losses measured 
in 
hundred thou- 


sands; a dlffronco in we.ilth.expended 
counted in tens of billions, and In tho 
men called to the colors figured In 
millions. 


I repeatedly emphasize the fact that 


tho burdens will increasingly fall on 
America, because it must be clear th&: 
with every month longer that the war 
lasts it will lie America that must 
fill the gaps in tho western lines. The 
final surplus to break down German 
resistance must como In a large meas- 
ur« from a cross the Atlantic, for by 
1919 neither France nor England will 
bo able to throw Increasingly largo 
masses of manhood Into their fighting 
fronts. 


The problem then of keeping Rus- 


sia In the war should not appeal to 
America as ont of merely a vague and 
intangible national policy, but rather 
as a personal Interest The news from 
Russia should command the 
same 


sympathetic attention that Is and will 
be increasingly given to the operations 
of our own troops in France. 
Each 


has an equal significance to all of us. 


If one wishes to understand clearly 


the significance of what is going on in 
Russia, one must realize the difference 
in meaning between military move- 
ments on the western and on the east- 
ern fronts. 
It Is as foolish for the 


allies to magnify the effect of German 
advances in Russia as it is for them to 
minimize the importance of helping 
Russia. 


VTc must, therefore, watch the Rus- 


sian «rmy. While it has moral* and 
material th« Germans cannot crush it. 


political chaos and the destruction ef 
discipline havo not been able to alter 
elementally. From the evidence then 
of tho past we can, I believe, rely on 
the army, to do, during" the next yeai 
what it has done in the last three,'pro- 
vided only that the government be sus- 
tained and its moral and financial sup- 
port be such as to enable it to maintain 
a political situation sufficiently stronj 
to -make the. continuation of the war 
possible. 
"• 


Americans must not attach undut 


Importance to where oir the map tin 
Russian army stands. We must not 
view too seriously its retirements. All 
that need vitally Interest us is that In 
some place in Russia, protecting it* 
vital strategic centers, there are two 
or three million Russians fightinj th» 
enemy at tho same time that tho Allies 
are attacking them in the west. 


Viewed broadly, It is immaterial to 


the Allies as a whole, whether the army 
is defending itself in Poland or befora 
tho gates of Moscow. Even If it novor 
takes the offensive, but can only remain 
an army in being to hold enemy forma- 
tions in Russia, iv 1s saving day. by day 
thousands of'American lives. 


Invasion Dangerous to German*. 
It must likewise be remembered that 


tho farther into -Russia that the Ger- 
mans are forced to follow and fight th« 
Slavs the greater is the drain on their 
man power. Incidentally, the danger* 
to the Germans from a Russian offen- 
sive become greater the farther they 
enter into the spaces of the eastern 
front. 


My own observation has been that 


the merale of a. defeated «n«my de- 
creases rapidly In the exact ratl» t* th» 
distance from its base. A German d«- 
feat In front of Moseew w«uld, I be- 
lieve, be «, greater blow In men and ma- 
terial, and morale, than would have 
bean a German dsfcat in Ernst Prussia 
In 1914. We must not, therefore, feel 
undue pessimism as to movements of 
tho Russian army this year. We must 
- 


thank God that there have been enough 
elemental virtues in the Russians' 
character to have kept them fighting 
this year without discipline or without 
morale. 


It is the duty of every individual in 


America to watch with solicitation and 
sympathy the struggles that Russia U 
making to keep the army intact and to 
build up a strong and effective govern- 
ment 
It is tho obvious and direct 


obligation that every American should 
feel a personal interest and responsibil- 
ity toward Russia; this responsibility 
should be made manifest by the in-v 
dividual support by every person in- 
terested in the final outcome of this 
war in hacking op the president of the 
United States with sympathy and en- 
couragement in every effort which he 
may make to relieve and encourage th« 
Russians in fighting out this great 
gJrngrle and in solving this, the most 
difficult task that has pwhaps «V»T 
confronted a nation.

Who 
It Is completed this fall, we shall hav 
the satisfaction of being able to meet 
tho requirements of the state law and 
to better care for the children. We 
do not yet havp sufficient funds for the 
erection of this bulldtng, but wo are 
relying on our faith In the church that 
the rest Is forthcoming. 


"The treasurer's annual report is 


not yet at hand,-but other statistics 
jiya a fairly accurate 
idea of the 


finances of the home. ' Tho balance in 
the treasury for current expenses was 
52,491.63 In July. There aro also lia- 
bilities on tho White farm to tho extent 
of J6,000.

present day football- is as different from 
that of the late nineties as the modern 
rapid fire gun is from the revolution relics 


on the Yale campus. 


For years the hopes and fears of every 


football star have been centered on Camp 
for he is the man who picks the All- 
American team, a place in. which, la the 
gola aimed at by every American college 
football player. 


Walter Camp was born In New Haven 


April 1, 1859, and his early life was so In- 
fluenced by Yale traditions, living as he 
did almost on the campus, that it is not 
surprising that he entered college there 
In 1876. 
During his four years in college he in- 


terested himself In athletics but was par- 
ticularly brilliant In football, 
starring 


during his last two years at school. 


He played halfback under the old rules 


before the modern scoring system was 
adopted. 


Since that time Camp has frequently 


coached at Yale under the graduate sys- 
tem, and even as late as 1916 his services 
were found extremely valuable. 


Camp is an extremely active man and 


does not confine himself to athletics. He 
is president and general manager of the 
New Haven Clock company, is an active 
director of several corporations and during 
his leisure flnds time to write books and 
magazine articles and to edit the annua-1 
football guide.
